A chiffoniere made from an old fashioned 
•' case of drawers." I bought for one dollar 
a very tail old fashioned bureau, containing 
eight drawers, which I sandpapered and flnisb- 
ed In mahogany, the receipt for which I give 
below. It was entirely plain, so I put. around 
each drawer a molding of LIncrusta- Walton, 
and in the centre of each drawer a handsome 
piece of carving of the same, also up and down 
each comer, all stained the same shade as the 
wood. The brass handles I obtained at a fur- 
niture store, also a mirror as long as my chif- 
foniere is wide ; this I framed In Llncrusta- 
Walton, a massive mahogany frame. I had my 
mirror two feet wide, and fastened It on top by 
braces on the back and sides. It Is very hand- 
some. A nice mahogany stain for furniture Is 
made by mixing dark brown or black and red 
paint together ; give the wood a good coat of 
this paint after mixing, and then with a dry 
cloth rub oflf about all you can get off ; when 
dry varnish with common furniture varnish. 
This will look well, but to get a real mahogany 
polish after the varnish Is dry, sandpaper the 
furniture carefully and evenly, after which give 
It a second coat of varnish. Cherry stain can 
be made In the same way, by using more red 
than black paint. — Subscriber. 

Tile frame for mirrors. A superb frame 
for a small boudoir mirror Is of encaustic tile, 
with clouded fleecy shades of light cerulean 
blue on a billowy ground of white on top and 
sides, the lower portion of frame showing clus- 
ters of flowers in rich warm colors, that Im- 
pinge somewhat on the sides. The frame is all 
In o^e piece and its entire area equal to that of 
the glass. / 



Flying: birds on screens and panels. In 
painting flying birds on screens or panels it is a 
decided error to depict minute details, such as 
the delineation of distinct feathers, these being 
blended and obscured In nature by distance. 
Japanese paintings indicate the true principle 
of rendering, though usually in a mere sketchy 
form. 

Flowers in decoration. The ephemeral 
character of flowers enhances their attractive- 
ness whilst they present any freshness, and it 
will prove useful to note that by placing cut 
flowers In a vase or shallow dish containing 
water In which a small amount of carbonate of 
soda has been dissolved, they will last for 
several days.

Tipper window screens. The question is, 
or was, how to hang the curtains and still have 
the light of day. This problem has been solved 
by the ingenious Japanese. The first importa- 
tion of the upper window screen is made of 
white hollywood. The narrow strands are 
twisted in a wide network, divided into three 
sections by the frame. In each section there is 
a break covered by an exceedingly realistic 
cobweb, made of silk threads, and there are 
some very suggestively life-like spiders and 
flies tangled in the meshes of the web. This 
screen is so arranged as to admit plenty of 
light, and is intended to be placed above the 
bar that holds the objectionable heavy curtains. 
Thus the difficulty is obviated. 

Hosaic work. There is no question thai 
mosaic work appears to most advantage when 
executed in spaces far removed from the eye. 
Italian painters thoroughly understand this, 
sparingly employing mosaic and then mainly 
at elevated positions on the walls of interiors. 
Mosaic work of pictorial character makes an 
admirable frieze. 

A niimber of German manufacturers have 
united to fit out a large steamer, which carries 
the manufactures of seventy-two different 
German factories. The steamer is at present at 
Bey rout, and is to visit all the principal Levan- 
tine ports, where the commercial public will be 
Invited to inspect Its contents. 

White paper of any kind may be rendered 
temporarily transparent by moistening it with 
benzine, in which condition It may be used as 
a tracing paper. After a time the benzine will 
evaporate and the original opacity of the paper 
will be restored to it. 

Steaming: white wood and submitting it 
to an end pressure renders it so tough, it is 
said, as to require a cold chisel to split it.

A laxap shade is made of strips of satin 
ribbon and lace insertion of equal widths. The 
pieces should be an inch longer than the 
porcelain shade and made pointed at one end 
by turning under the corners and catching 
them together on the wrong side. The pieces 
are then neatly overhanded together and a lace 
edging to match the insertion sewed in the top. 
A little tassel made of silk, the color of the 
ribbon, is attached to each point. A fine cord 
made of silk is run in at the bottom of the 
lace, to draw it around the neck of the porce- 
lain shade. A tassel is fastened on the ends of 
the cord, and it is tied in a bow on one side. 
Ribbon of any other color can be used for this 
shade, but a buff or pink will be found the 
prettiest. 

An orangre tint, inclining to gold, is pro- 
duced upon brass by first polishing and then 
plunging it for a few seconds in a warm solu- 
tion of crystalizedacetate of copper. Dipping 
into a bath of copper, the resultant tint is a 
grayish-green. A beautiful violet is obtained 
by immersing the metal for an instant in a 
solution of chloride of antimony and rubbing 
it with a stick covered with cotton. During 
this operation the brass should be heated to a 
degree just tolerable to the touch. A moire 
appearance, vastly superior to that usually 
seen, is produced by boiling the object in a 
solution of sulphate of copper. 

The brass work of engines may be 
polished by rubbing the surface of the metal 
with rottenstone and sweet oil, then rub ofi" 
with a piece of cotton flannel and polish with 
soft leather. A solution of oxalic acid rubbed 
over tarnished brass soon removes the tarnish, 
rendering the metal bright. The acid must be 
washed off with water, and the brass rubbed 
with whiting and soft leather. A mixture of 
muriatic acid and alum dissolved in water im- 
parts a golden color to brass articles that are 
steeped in it for a few seconds. 

Rust in iron. Kerosene oil will remove it .

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

A kind of concrete, hard and solid, is now 
being used for building purposes in Paris. It 
is composed of eight parts of sand, gravel and 
pebbles ; one part of common earth, burnt and 
powdered ; one part burnt cinders, and one and 
a half parts unslaked hydraulic lime. These 
materials are thoroughly beaten up together, 
their mixture giving a concrete which seti? 
almost immediately, and becomes in a few day? 
extremely hard and solid. 

Ptilp as a substitute for wood is being ad 
vocated by enthusiasts. By mixing the pulp 
with clays, steatite, asbestos, plumbago and 
mica, substances of every possible color and 
compactness may be produced. It is estimated 
that only about 20 per cent of the timber felled 
reaches economic uses, while if the sawmill 
were combined with the pulp and pressing pro- 
cess all the material in the trunk might be 
available. 

Faded ink on old documents, papers, 
parchments, etc., may be so restored as to ren- 
der the writing perfectly legible. The process 
consists in moistening the paper with water, 
and then passing over the lines a brush which 
has been wet in a solution of sulphide of am- 
monia. The writing will immediately appear 
quite dark In color, and this color, in the case 
of parchment, will be preserved. On paper, 
however, the color gradually fades again.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



How to polish sea shells. The surface of 
the shell should be first cleansed by rubbing It 
with a rag dipped in hydrochloric acid until the 
outer dull covering of the shell is removed. It 
must then be washed in warm water, dried in 
hot sawdust, and polished with chamois lea- 
ther. Those shells which are destitute of a 
natural polished surface may be either varnish- 
ed or rubbed with a mixture of tripoli powder 
and turpentine applied by means of a piece of 
wash leather, after which fine tripoli should be 
used, then a little olive oil rubbed in well, and 
finally the surface well rubbed with the char 
mois leather. The hands should be protected 
from contact with the acid. 

A silver tray has on base boldly indented 
designs of curves, symbolising, a la Japanese, 
eddying waters, and on the sides and in re- 
pousse, fish formed. The Inner border of ano- 
ther tray has designs of massive relief, incrust- 
ed with sunk rubles, garnets and other stones, 
so shaped as to contribute to the pattern, and 
which, shining from their darkened, Involved 
recesses, produce a rich glow. 

A really novel silver dish has its bas< 
divided off by a diagonal chased band, one 
partition being in hammered work, the other 
in fine embossed designs. The great feature is 
a bird perched on rim beside a sprig bearing 
berries, which partially drop Inside. 

Color of paint for tools. Tools exposed 
to the sun should be painted with light colored 
paints, as they reflect instead of absorbing 
heat. 

A rounded grlass cup, to hold trinkets, 
is suspended by marvellously minute iron llnl- 
chains on each side of the branching arms or 
an antique bronze standard in open work.

Stained pictorial grlass and paintings. 
It is against the principles of decoration to in- 
troduce pictorial stained glass as centres of a 
window into rooms where mural paintings con- 
stitute a conspicuous feature of adornment. 
The two are incompatible, for neither oil, 
fresco, nor encaustic can compete with the 
chromatic brightness of glass. It is a curious 
fact that the largest number of decorative 
paintings from the thirteenth to the sixteenth 
century inclusive were painted on glass. 

Store window decoration. Marquetry in 
small geometrical figures is being employed 
for inside boarding of store windows. Besides 
being in itself sightly and clean, the finish and 
color not unfrequently" aid in setting off the 
goods.

Combination design.s. Textile and paper 
designers originate many novelties by combin- 
ing characteristic features of previous patterns, 
and we would suggest the same course, occa- 
sionall}', to amateur painters and embroiderers 
seeking to decorate panels. There is always, 
however, the resource in flower designs of 
copying direct from nature by appropriate 
grouping of cut flowers. The designers of 
Lyons tissues cultivate themselves the flowers, 
this course affording the best means of study- 
ing structural and other peculiarities and of 
grouping the specimens in any leisure 
moments. 

Stencilling:. Lady readers having a pen- 
chant for carrying on painted decoration for 
their homes, might well at times resort to sten- 
cilling for the ease and rapidity of ^execution 
of which it admits. The whole pattern having 
been drawn, the portions representing each 
distinct color and form may be duplicated on 
cardboard and cut out, these being separately 
laid on the surface to be painted and correctly 
id justed. 

Ornamentation of silver services. 
There is too frequently to be noted an excest 
of ornamentation in silver articles, both in 
chased and relief figures. Designers would do 
well to note that in cabintt work in the latest 
fashion all over patterns, whether in painting, 
relief or inlay, have with advantage been aban- 
doned In panels for moderately sized centre or 
corner figures on panel, leaving the rest of the 
field smooth. 

Staining: floors. No satisfactory staining 
can be done unless the floor has a smooth, 
clean, bright surface, and the newer it is the 
better. Vandyke brown and burnt sienna 
ground in water and mixed with a strong size 
may be applied, a broad flat brush being used. 
Afterwards follow with two coats of copal or 
oak varnish.
